“It was the best of times, it was the worst of times, ...” Charles 
Dickens wrote those words to start his novel, A Tale of Two Cities and 
they ring true for 1986 as much as they did for 1859. The world continued 
to be a troubled place - civil war, disease and poverty were as prevalent 
then as now, the only difference being that CNN had not yet started to 
bring it into our living rooms on an hourly basis. 

I remember that Expo ‘86 opened in Vancouver; Bill Vander Zalm became premier of British Columbia 
and Arnold Schwarzenegger married Maria Shriver. I didn’t have a VCR so I actually went to the movies to see 
Aliens,Top Gun and Crocodile Dundee and also thought that The Oprah Winfrey Show, which premiered on 
national television would never last! Song of the Year should have been our amalgamation theme song -That’s 
What Friends Are For performed by Dionne Warwick, Elton John, Gladys Knight & Stevie Wonder, while other 
recordings were made by Lionel Richie, Whitney Houston, Madonna, Stevie Winwood, Janet Jackson and Bon 
Jovi. My favourite book of that year was Robert Munsch’s - Love You Forever - a real tear-jerker! 

Being a soccer fanatic, my attention was captured by the World Cup, the only time Canada has partici- 
pated, and watching Argentina defeat West Germany 3-2. I was also very interested to see Montreal Canadiens win 
the Stanley Cup against the Calgary Flames, the New York Mets winning the World Series, Boston Celtics beat- 
ing the Houston Rockets in the NBA finals (Steve Nash was still playing pick-up in his back yard), Mike Tyson 
knocking-out Canadian Trevor Berbick and becoming the youngest world heavyweight-boxing champion, Chicago 
Bears winning over the New England Patriots in Super Bowl XX, Hamilton Tiger-Cats beating the Edmonton 
Eskimos in the Grey Cup, Jack Nicklaus winning The Masters and Greg Lemond being the first of a long line of 
winners from the United States in the Tour de France. 

By March 6th 1986 we knew that Norfolk House and Glenlyon Schools would be amalgamated. Many 
of the details were still to be planned but by September, Glenlyon-Norfolk School was up and running under the 
joint leadership of Peggy Wilmot and Keith Walker with the support of current staff J. Hicks, M. Jenkins, M. 
McCullough, C. Morehen, D. Auld, T. Blake, S. Brambley, R. Calderwood, P. Reedman and H. Thorau ... and none 
of you students reading this were born!

Sladness with Sadness 


vy recollections of amalgamation are many and varied but the one that always 
springs to mind is my strong feeling of sadness — a sadness that crept up on 
ne. There was no question in my mind that the two schools coming together 
vas inevitable and indeed I welcomed it. But having taught at “Glenlyon” 
ince 1969 I felt very much part of it and I wasn’t prepared for the sense of 


OSS. 





3etween 1986 and 1988 Glenlyon “lost” its Grade 8, 9 and 10 students. As Head of PE, I lost all my junior high 
ithletic equipment. Books from the library went up. Textbooks went up. Trophies went up. Staff went up. Every- 
hing seemed to be draining out of the school and nothing was replenishing it. All the focus (and rightly so) was 
yn the Norfolk Campus. I remember being up there in Dr. Johnson’s office (yes — he went up too!), which was lit- 
ered with trophies. He didn’t know what to do with them. I suggested I take back the Glenlyon ones, to which he 
agreed. I immediately took them to my car and drove off feeling I had saved some of my campus. 


Chis feeling gradually diminished and by 1990 the Glenlyon Campus had become a truly elementary school which 
_feel to this day is the most important time in a child’s education. I was comfortable in my new environment and 
vent on to thoroughly enjoy the next fifteen years of teaching. From a business, financial and educational point, 
he amalgamation was essential and successful. I was not afraid or apprehensive about the change but was not 
srepared for the emotional impact. 


Che most recent dramatic change at GNS has been reconfiguration. Grades 6 and 7 left and for the first time girls 
yecupied the classrooms. As I had left teaching during that transition and having had the earlier experience of such 
ichange, my emotions were kept in check, and my love of the School remained intact — and always will. 
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THE HYPHEN 


Ever wondered where the hyphen came from? Or 
where it went? The GNS Yearbook did, and we found 
out. In 1985, when the board met to decide on the 
new name of the school, there was a split; half the 
board wanted the name to be “Glenlyon Norfolk 
School” and half wanted it to be “Glenlyon- 
Norfolk School”. The debate was long and 
brutal. The final decision came in favour of 
the hyphen, but the board was split, and the 
no-hyphen camp vowed their revenge... 


























Fast-forward to 2004 — Ms. Barbara 
Emmerson, in her last act as Head of School 
removes the hyphen in a memo passed to all 
teachers. Where did this sudden act come 
from? Was it to symbolize that after 20 years 
the two schools had finally become one? Or was 
ita random act of administration? Either way, the 
hyphen will live on forever on the huge marble sign 
at the Maddison Street entrance of the school.

As a student of GNS, it is hard to imagine how our one 
choo! could ever have existed as two separate parts. Amal- 
amation is a strange concept to students twenty years later; it 
eems like Norfolk House and Glenlyon were made for each 
ther, and that Amalgamation happened on its own. The real- 
-y is far more complicated, and to get an idea of it, I sat down 
vith Mr. Keith Walker, headmaster at the time of amalgama- 
ion and the current school archivist. Mr. Walker described 
ne problems of amalgamation as being similar to having two 
roken down cars; one built in metric, and the other in impe- 
jial measurements, and trying to put them back together. To 
nake amalgamation work, the two schools had to merge their 
ntirely separate operations into one. This involved not only 
jhe curriculum and fee structure, but also facilities, administra- 
jion, and even teacher’s salaries. Painful decisions had to be 
nade about redundancies in staff, but from the ashes of two 
eparate boards rose a 14 member board, with seven members
